Residents fear long-term Travellers’ encampment on old school site

HOUSEHOLDERS fear a new “Dale 
Farm” is growing in Harlow as 
scores of travellers set up camp at 
the old Passmores School site. 

Some 35 caravans are now park¬ 
ed at the 25-acre site in Tendring 
Road, which has been derelict 
since the secondary school relo¬ 
cated to a new building in Tracyes 
Road three years ago. 

One resident told the Star: “I’m 
fed up. We need to demonstrate and 
get a protest group up about this. 

“It seems the police can move 
them on within hours if they’re on 


public land using rule 61, but 
they’re scared of them, so we will 
have another Dale Farm.” 

Another resident, who lives near 
the site, said: “Enough already. I 
am sick and tired of having to walk 
my child through these camp sites 
to get her to school, who is scared 
and fretful of their presence so 
close to our home.” 

Back in August caravans moved 
on to the Passmores site forcing 
Essex County Council to take court 
action to remove them after three 
weeks. 

On Friday the county council 
issued a direction to leave to the 18 
caravans that were there at the 


time. Essex Police attended but 
were not able to issue a Section 61 
notice. A court date for reposses¬ 
sion of the land is scheduled for 
tomorrow (Friday). 

Last week Harlow Council had to 
close the park at the playground at 
Abercrombie Way. 

Human waste 

A statement from the authority 
said: “The playground at Aber¬ 
crombie Way has been closed for 
cleaning due to human waste being 
found there.” 

So far the cost of the unauthor¬ 
ised encampments in Harlow has 
cost the council £55,766. This is 


made up of legal costs of £6,240, 
clean-up costs of £19,343,and pre¬ 
ventative work and protecting 
council land costs of £30,183. 

Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner said: “I fully understand 
and share residents’ concerns 
about the impact persistent unau¬ 
thorised encampments continue to 
have on the community and the 
concerns raised about the number 
of caravans currently on the 
former Passmores School site. 

“We are in regular contact with 
Essex County Council who as the 
landowners are taking the appro¬ 
priate legal action. We have also 
asked Essex Police to consider 


using their Section 61 powers. 

“Harlow Council continues to 
lead on finding a long-term legal 
solution to tackle the overall issue. 
The situation has gone on far too 
long and the existing powers which 
we use on a daily basis are not 
resolving the problem. 

“I appreciate the community’s 
frustration with the whole situ¬ 
ation. We will continue to ask the 
police to consider using their 
powers available and urge the Gov¬ 
ernment to change the law to 
enable the council to stop the cat 
and mouse movements of the Trav¬ 
ellers from one site in Harlow to 
another.” 
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Future of popular 
services secured 

Council can fund facilities for three years

THE future of Harlow Playhouse, Pets’ 
Corner and the town’s paddling pools 
is secure while Harlow Council con¬ 
tinues to explore how these services 
are funded, it has been revealed. 

The local authority says there is 
enough money to directly fund all 
three facilities for at least the next 
three years but it will continue to seek 
alternatives before agreeing funding 
early next year. 

However, it has agreed to financially 
support the Gibberd Gallery, Parndon 
Wood Nature Reserve and Harlow 
Museum - which are all run by extern¬ 
al organisations - for a further three 
years from April. 

Members of the council’s cabinet 
agreed at a meeting on Thursday to 
give £195,000 to Science Alive to 
provide the museum service and 
£45,000 to Harlow Art Trust for the 
Gibberd Gallery. A further £21,000 
could be allocated to the trust for 
weekend opening of the gallery. 

ECCO, which runs Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve, is financially self-suf¬ 
ficient and does not require funding 
from the council. 

The money is in the council’s Dis¬ 
cretionary Services Fund which is 
made up of unexpected income the 
council receives and contributions 
from annual budget savings. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“When the public budget consultation 
findings were released in September I 
said that we would take time to con¬ 
sider our priorities and that we will 
also be thinking about delivering or 
funding services in different ways that 
are sustainable and fair and reflect as 
much as is possible the views of res¬ 
idents. 

“Now we have reviewed the funding 
requirements of the transferred dis¬ 
cretionary services, work will con¬ 
tinue on looking at how Pets’ Corner, 
the Playhouse and the paddling pools 
are provided and funded in future.” 

He added: “We’re continuing to look 
for viable and sustainable to run these 


services in the long term. It’s not about 
short-term fixes.” 

To date no alternative provider part¬ 
ners have been found for the Play¬ 
house, Pets’ Corner and the paddling 
pools. 

Councillor Emma Toal, portfolio 
holder for youth and community, said: 
“ECCO and the GPCA will continue to 
run Parndon Wood Nature Reserve 
and the event service as part of their 
overall business plans with no future 


funding from the council. 

“The museum and Gibberd Gallery 
are operated differently by small char¬ 
ities that rely on external partnership 
funding. 

“Therefore, both Science Alive and 
Harlow Art Trust will continue to 
require some funding. 

“The money we are granting will 
not only enable these services to con¬ 
tinue to be provided but allows organ¬ 
isations to develop” 



Rugby club 
proposal set 
for approval 
by planners 

PLANS to build 125 homes on land 
at Harlow Rugby Club in Ram 
Gorse were recommended for 
approval last night (Wednesday). 

A further application for a 
state-of-the-art new home for the 
rugby club on land at Latton Farm 
is also recommended for approv¬ 
al. 

The applications were submit¬ 
ted to Harlow Council by 
developers Kier Living Ltd and 
Harlow Rugby Club. 

A report to members of the 
council’s development manage¬ 
ment committee, who were expec¬ 
ted to make a decision over the 
plans last night, describes pro¬ 
posed development at Ram Gorse 
as “acceptable”. 

“The proposed development is 
considered to be acceptable as the 
principle of redeveloping the site 
for housing has been established 
through the allocation of the site 
as a housing development,” the 
report says. 

But concerned residents, who 
object to the proposals, say the 
scheme is poorly designed, 
unimaginative and old fash¬ 
ioned. 

They are also worried about the 
impact the development will have 
on the already-congested Eliza¬ 
beth Way. 

The report also recommends 
approval for the Latton Farm 
plans, saying “the provision of an 
enhanced rugby facility is of great 
benefit to the local community”. 

The report adds that “no over¬ 
riding material considerations 
against the grant of planning per¬ 
mission in this instance”. 

A similar plan to build 147 
homes on the Ram Gorse land 
after the rugby club had moved to 
Latton Farm was submitted to 
Harlow Council back in 2001 but 
rejected. A planning inquiry was 
held in 2003 after which the appeal 
was dismissed. 
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Soldier Darren runs 
home for Christmas 

Marathon challenge raises money for Winston’s Wishes

A SOLDIER is running from Germany 
to his family home in Harlow for Christ¬ 
mas to raise money for a charity which 
supported his brother. 

Darren Farrugia, whose younger 
brother Callum and mum Jan live in 
the town, begun the gruelling 300-mile 
challenge on Thursday, starting from 
Paderborn, Germany, where he is based 
with the British Armed Forces. He is 
hoping to finish on Sunday. 

Darren is raising money for Win¬ 
ston’s Wish, a charity providing help to 
bereaved children and their families 
with a range of support services. 

Earlier this year Darren’s family 
suffered the unexpected loss of his 
mum’s husband, George. 

“Many people have been affected by 
his death and their lives have been 
changed forever, none more so than 
Callum,” said Darren. “His dad died 


four weeks before his 14th birthday and 
at such an important time in his life. 

“I want to help raise awareness of 
children who are suffering a bereave¬ 
ment and to raise as much money as I 
can for Winston’s Wish who support 
children in such cases.” 

Darren’s wife, Kirsty, added: “It’s 
hard to know what to say in these 
situations, what words to use. Say noth¬ 
ing and it’s like you haven’t acknow¬ 
ledged the loss, but say too much and 
it’s overwhelming. 

“Winston’s Wish can help support 
the families, find ways to discuss and 
acccept what’s happening. 

Heartbreaking 

“There are so many emotions to deal 
with - grief, loneliness, guilt, relief, a 
constant ache in your hear. It must feel 
like they themselves run a marathon a 
day just in their minds. It’s heart break¬ 
ing to watch.” 

She added: “We love our family very 


much. We are so proud of Jan and 
Callum, their courage and strength has 
been awe inspiring. 

“Jan is an amazing mum to Callum. 
Because we are posted in Germany it’s 
been hard being so far away and feeling 
helpless, wanting nothing more than to 
take their pain away. 

“That is why Darren is running 
home. No matter the distance he would 
move mountains to be there for 
them.” 

From Thursday until tomorrow (Fri¬ 
day), Darren will run a marathon a day 
around his area which totals 236.4 miles 
- the equivalent distance from the start 
in Germany to the Hook of Holland. 

After the final marathon Darren will 
drive to the Hook of Holland and travel 
on the overnight ferry to Harwich on 
the east coast. 

On Saturday he will run 31.8 miles 
from Harwich before completing the 
remainder of his journey - around 31.8 
miles - to finish in Harlow on Sunday.

Stop the cheap 
jibes at police 

SIR, Robert Halfon’s repeated 
criticism of Essex Police’s 
response to the Traveller 
situation in Harlow lacks any 
corroboration from official 
sources and are in stark contrast 
to his support for Government 
cuts to police budgets. 

A report into police 
performance by Her Majesty’s 
Inspector of Constabulary fails 
to back Mr Halfon’s claims. 
Publication last month of the 
HMIC’s first Police Effectiveness, 
Efficiency and Legitimacy report 
saw HM inspector Zoe 
Billingham comment on Essex 
Police: “In terms of its 
effectiveness, in general, the 
force is good at reducing crime 
and preventing offending and is 
good at tackling anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Countering Mr Halfon’s direct 
criticism of the Chief Constable, 
Essex Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston said: 
“I also welcome the HMIC 
findings that show the Chief 
Constable and chief officers have 
shown strong leadership on the 
importance of officers following 
policies and procedures 
appropriately and in addressing 
the standards of behaviour and 
integrity of staff.” 

With regards to police 
numbers, it was revealed by 
Assistant Chief Constable Julia 
Wortley at September’s PCC 
meeting in Harlow that Essex 
Police had 400 fewer police 
officers than in 2010. HMIC 
figures released last month show 
a 15 per cent cut in total staff 
numbers since 2010. Two years 
ago Essex Police were forced to 
accept a £42m cut in funding 
which with other cuts will see 
them in 2016 operating with 
£78m less than in 2010. 

In August this year the BBC 
reported Mr Alston as saying 
that cost-cutting had gone too far 
and had led to high levels of 
sickness among officers, a view 
echoed by the chairman of Essex 
Police Federation. 

Police officers in both Harlow 
and at Essex HQ have expressed 
to me their concern. One officer 
described how officers are now 
forced to operate alone in patrol 
cars and expected to stay out of 
police stations for their entire 
shift except for processing 
prisoners. The officer said that

We must back 
young people 

Shadow minister returns to visit old school

UNPAID internships of longer 
than four weeks will be banned if 
Labour wins May’s general elec¬ 
tion, MP Liam Byrne told stu¬ 
dents at Burnt Mill Academy on 
Tuesday. 

The shadow minister for uni¬ 
versities, science and skills said: 
“Look at how the cards are 
stacked against young people 
today. Young people today are the 
first generation in a century to be 
poorer than the generation before 
them. One in six young people are 
still out of work.” 

In his speech Mr Byrne, who 
was a student at the First Avenue 
school until 1986, called on politi¬ 
cians to “stop attacking and start 
backing” young people. 

He said: “I started working life 
frying chips in McDonalds in The 
High. I’ve been a white van driver, 
I’ve swept floors, I’ve picked fruit. 
I’ve sold suits and I’ve sold pho¬ 
tocopiers, badly. And I’ve started a 
hi-tech business that created jobs 
for others. I’ve learned that any 
job is better than no job.” 

After leaving Burnt Mill Mr 
Byrne - who is the son of former 
Harlow Council general manager 
Dermot Byrne and who served as 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury in 
Gordon Brown’s government - 
progressed to Manchester Uni¬ 


versity and Harvard Business 
School before becoming an MP 
and cabinet minister. 

He said: “The biggest change in 
the professional jobs market has 
been the boom in unpaid intern¬ 
ships. There are now around 
100,000 internship opportunities a 
year, most in London and many 
unpaid. 

“The average unpaid intern¬ 
ship is three months long and can 
cost over £930 a month. If you’re 
from a low income background 
you just can’t afford to do that 

“The result is that the best jobs 
are getting locked up by those 
with the richest parents. That 
isn’t right. It isn’t fair and it needs 
to change. 

“This change has got be part of 
a wider ambition to once more put 
the power of government behind 
you - and not against you.” 

Mr Byrne said a Labour gov¬ 
ernment would provide more uni¬ 
versity degrees which cost less to 
study, a jobs guarantee for the 
under 25s so no-one is ever again 
left to “languish on the dole”, a 
minimum wage of £8 an hour and 
a ban on exploitative zero hours 
contracts. 

“These are the changes we will 
make if we’re elected next year 
and they’re changes that will put 
government back on your side 
once more,” he said. 

“I feel so strongly about this 


because growing up in Harlow 
taught me that in politics you 
need more than anger. You need 
optimism. 

“Here in Harlow I learned most 
of the lessons that lasted me a 
lifetime. A town of ambition and 
aspiration and compassion in 
action. 

“Today we need to rediscover 
the optimism, the idealism and 
the impatience of the people who 
built this school and built this 
town. That is how futures are 
really built. 

“That’s how we will build once 
again a greater Britain.” 

During his visit Mr Byrne, who 
was accompanied by Labour Par¬ 
liamentary candidate for Harlow 
Suzy Stride, was taken on a tour 
of the school and was shown the 
classroom where his late mother 
taught science. 

Burnt Mill headteacher Helena 
Mills presented the MP with his 
own Cheshire house tie. 

“I have been desperate for Liam 
to return to see us,” she said. 

“Once we achieved outstand¬ 
ing status I started to talk about 
us becoming world class, but 
people didn’t really know what I 
meant. 

“Liam has mentioned being 
aspirational. It’s not just about 
Harlow, London or even the UK, 
but our roles in the wider world 
and what we will contribute.”

Deranged killer 
set to challenge 
murder verdict

A MURDERER jailed for life for 
killing a mother-of-four has been 
granted permission to take his 
case to the Supreme Court. 

Former nightclub bouncer 
Mark Golds, 47, inflicted 22 knife 
wounds on 37-year-old Claire Par¬ 
rish during a frenzied attack at 
the home they shared in Copshall 
Close, Harlow, in July 2012. 

Golds denied a charge of mur¬ 
der on the grounds of diminished 
responsibility when he stood trial 
at Chelmsford Crown Court last 
June but was found guilty. 

Earlier this year his appeal 
against the conviction was tur¬ 
ned down. Now he has been gran¬ 
ted permission to challenge that 
ruling at the country’s highest 
court. 

Lord Justice Elias said the case 
involved an issue of “general pub¬ 
lic importance”. 

During the original trial the 



jury was told that Golds attacked 
Ms Parrish after a bitter row at a 
barbecue earlier in the day. 

Police who were sent to the 
scene said Golds was extremely 
violent and described him as 
“snarling and appearing dera¬ 
nged”. 


As he was arrested he attemp¬ 
ted to bite the officers and 
screamed at them: “She is evil. 
The demon’s gone. I’ve killed her. 
.. she had Satan in her eyes.” 

During the hearing at the 
Court of Appeal in May, lawyers 
representing Golds said he had a 
history of mental illness. 

They argued that three medical 
experts who gave evidence at the 
trial, including one for the pro¬ 
secution, agreed that his respons¬ 
ibility for the killing was 
substantially reduced. 

However, while acknowledging 
the jury’s verdict appeared to fly 
in the face of the medical evid¬ 
ence, the three judges rejected 
arguments that the trial judge 
was guilty of misdirection on the 
issue of diminished responsibil¬ 
ity and dismissed Golds’ appeal. 

However, Tuesday’s decision to 
allow the case to go forward to the 
Supreme Court will give Golds a 
final chance to overturn the 
murder verdict. 


M&S store to close store in six weeks 



HARLOW town centre has been 
dealt a massive blow with con¬ 
firmation that Marks & Spencer 
will close its store early next 
year. 

The future of the shop in Broad 
Walk has been in doubt since the 
company unveiled plans to open a 
Simply Food store at the Queens- 
gate Centre off Edinburgh Way. 

It said the store was under- 
performing and no longer com¬ 
mercially viable. On Friday it 
announced it would shut on Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 

Staff were informed of the 
decision during consultations 
which have been taking place 
over the past few weeks. All have 
been offered alternative positions 
in nearby M&S stores. 

In October the company’s plans 
to relocate to a site away from the 
town centre were rejected by 
councillors who voiced disap¬ 
pointment that it was unwilling 


to invest in the Broad Walk store 
or move to a new site in nearby 
Little Walk. 

M&S said it was disappointed 
while Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
branded the council’s decision 
stupid and short-sighted and acc¬ 
used it of flushing the livelihoods 


of the 63 staff at the town centre 
store “down the toilet”. 

“This is a big ticket company 
that will now be leaving Harlow,” 
he added. “What does that say 
about aspiration.” 

M&S has had a presence in 
Harlow town centre since 1969. 
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Patients to 
help shape 
the future 
of services 

PATIENTS receiving 
treatment for arthritis, 
rheumatism and back or joint 
pain are being asked for their 
views on the services they 
receive. 

The West Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which 
plans and buys health and 
care services on behalf of 
people in Harlow and Epping 
Forest, has embarked on a 
wide-reaching review of the 
services currently provided. 

The review wil look at how 
the care offered to people with 
conditions which are the most 
common cause of disability in 
the UK can be improved. 

All people over the age of 16 
who have received care in 
orthopaedics, rheumatology, 
pain management, 
physiotherapy or podiatry are 
being asked to complete a 
short questionnaire or attend 
a feedback event in Harlow 
next month. The results of 
both will help to shape the 
future of services. 

Dr Christine Moss, clinical 
director at West Essex CCG, 
said: “Local people’s opinions 
form the most important 
feedback we will receive in 
this review so we urge people 
who have experiences, good or 
bad, to share these with us. 

“The feedback is 
anonymous and will go 
directly to the people who 
organise musculoskeletal 
services in this area to shape 
the service for the future.” 

The review has been 
prompted by the West Essex 
CCG’s ambition to commission 
more joined-up and patient 
focused care in order to ensure 
people in west Essex get the 
best care possible with the 
resources available. 

The CCG is also gathering 
feedback from GPs, 
consultants and therapists 
which will be reviewed 
alongside extensive data 
analysis. 

The meeting takes place at 
Harlow Leizurezone from 1.30-

Work under way on first council homes in a generation 


WORK on the first council homes to 
be built in Harlow for more than a 
generation started on Friday. 

Seven new two-bedroom proper¬ 
ties are to be constructed on a site 
in Fesants Croft as part of a £2.7m 
housebuilding programme which 
will see 18 homes built on for mer 
garage sites around the town. The 
other two sites are at Felmongers 
and The Hill. 

Once completed, the homes will 
be added to Harlow Council’s hous¬ 
ing stock of almost 10,000 proper¬ 
ties. 

All the new houses will be avail¬ 
able to rent and allocated to fam¬ 
ilies on the housing needs register. 
The keys to the first property are 
expected to be handed over next 
summer. 

Cllr Rod Truan, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “We are in year 


two of our programme to modernise

gramme and I’m delighted we are 
now ready to start building new 
modern council houses. 

“Together these two programmes 
meet our number one priority which 
is more and better housing. Building 
new homes is the result of months of 
planning and organisation and once 
finished this programme will 
change the lives of local families on 
the housing needs register.”

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Takeaway overrun 
by cockroaches is 
allowed to reopen 

Premises forced to close after routine hygiene inspection

A FAST-food takeaway closed down by 
Harlow Council after environmental 
health inspectors found it was infested 
with cockroaches has been allowed to 
reopen. 

The council served an emergency pro¬ 
hibition notice following the inspection of 
Moriam Indian Takeaway and Uptown 
Pizza at Cecil Court in Pegrams Road, 
Harlow, earlier this month. 

The decision to issue the notice forcing 
the takeaway to close was upheld last 
Tuesday by magistrates at Chelmsford. 

The court was told the closure followed 
a routine food hygiene inspection by the 
council’s environmental health team dur¬ 


ing which they found: 

■ an active cockroach infestation noted in 
all areas of the premises. Live cock¬ 
roaches were seen on food, on food equip¬ 
ment and in food preparation areas; 

■ the premises and equipment were dirty 
and greasy; 

■ there was a lack of documented food 
safety procedures. 

After the notice was served the 
premises were subjected to extensive 
cleaning while pest control measures 
were put in place. Follow-up checks by 
council officers resulted in the takeaway 
being allowed to reopen. 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson, portfolio holder 
for environment, said: “This is not action 
we take lightly but the active cockroach 
infestation, including live cockroaches on 


food, meant we had to act to close the 
premises due to the risk posed to the 
public. 

“The premises have since reopened 
after carrying out extensive cleaning and 
take pest control measures including 
working with council officers to reach 
compliance.” 

He added: “It is still very rare to find 
cockroaches in food premises in Harlow. It 
is important to remember that 91 percent 
of the town’s food premises having a food 
hygiene rating of three or better.” 

Last month the council took similar 
action against the Mirch Masala Express 
takeaway at Edinburgh Gate after an 
infestation of cockroaches was discovered 
during a routine inspection. These 
premises remains closed.

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Prison sentences for 
drugs gang arrested 
by undercover cops

THREE men from Harlow who were part of a gang 
involved in the supply of drugs have been jailed. 

Tony Ward, Raymond Dewsbury and Ian King 
were arrested after a two-day undercover police 
operation in which 22 kilos of cannabis resin with a 
street value of up to £95,000 was seized. 

St Albans Crown Court was told the drugs were 
being stored in a flat in readiness for distribution to 
a network of suppliers. 

Ward, 28, of Fullers Mead, was convicted of 
conspiracy to supply five kilos of cannabis resin and 
possession of a small amount of cannabis. He was 
jailed for a total of 20 months and seven days. 

Dewsbury, 61, of Orchard Croft, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to supply controlled drugs and a charge 
of dangerous driving. He was jailed for a total of 20 
months and banned from driving for two years. 

King, 47, of Ryecroft Road, was jailed for 18 
months after being found guilty of conspiracy to 
supply five kilos of cannabis. 

Three other members of the gang - Lee Taylor, 41, 
of Cheshunt, Christopher Smart, 48, of Loughton, 
and Christopher Barnett, 39, of Waltham Abbey - 
also received jail sentences while a fourth, Charles 
Poulton, 29, of Waltham Cross, was given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence and ordered to complete 180 
hours of unpaid community work. 

Observed 

Simon Wilshire, prosecuting, said undercover 
officers saw Taylor meet Smart and another man at 
the flat in Waltham Abbey on April 30. Smart was 
observed leaving the premises with a supermarket 
carrier bag and getting into a car which was driven 
off. Police later stopped the vehicle and found 20 
bags of cannabis resin inside. 

Shortly afterwards Ward was driven to the flat 
where he picked up a box before being driven to an 
address in Harlow. From there he drove to King’s 
home in Ryecroft Road where, 15 minutes later, 
Dewsbury arrived. When he left he was carrying a 
bag containing 20 bars of cannabis resin. 

Dewsbury’s car was followed by the police for 30 
minutes during which he was seen to throw a 
mobile phone out of the window. Mr Wilshire told 
the court: “Around six minutes into the pursuit, 
Dewsbury made an 11 second call to King, doubtless 
to inform him he was being followed. This set off a 
cascade of calls to co-defendants.”. 

There then followed a chase during which Dews¬ 
bury drove through red lights, cut across double 
white lines and reached speeds of 65mph in a 30mph 
zone and 95mph in a 60mph zone. The car was finally 
brought to a halt when police deployed a ‘stinger’ to 
deflate the car’s tyres. 

Seven people were arrested as a result of the 
police operation and during a search of the flat in 
Waltham Abbey they found a further 10.9 kilos of 
cannabis resin and 268 cannabis plants . 

Passing sentence, judge Stephen Warner told the 
defendants: “You were all involved in conspiracy to 
supply a significant quantity of cannabis resin. This 
was a professional, organised and planned criminal 
operation.” 


Man arrested in hospital after 
fatal motorway pile-up placed 
in care of mental health team 


ONE of the two men 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by 
dangerous driving 
following last week’s 
fatal accident which 
closed the M25 for 13 
hours has been placed 
in the care of mental 
health professionals 
following an 
assessment at Harlow 
Police Station. 

The 25-year-old was 
originally arrested at 


Princess Alexandra 
Hospita where he was 
being treated for 
injuries he had 
sustained during the 
collision in the early 
hours of last Tuesday. 

Police said he will be 
interviewed at a later 
date. 

A 39-year-old man 
from Leicester died in 
the pile-up which invo¬ 
lved four lorries and a 
car.

Airport records 
eight-year high 
in passengers 
for November 

PASSENGER numbers at Stansted 
Airport were up by 26 per cent as it 
experienced its busiest November 
in eight years. 

The number of travellers soared 
to 1.59m, an increase of 327,000 
compared to the same month last 
year. 

The total number of passengers 
flying through the airport in the 
year rose to over 19.7m, which was 
a jump of 11.2 per cent over the 
previous 12 months and the highest 
rate of growth at any London 
airport. 

The amount of cargo also 
increased during the period, with 
November 2014 volumes up by 15.8 
per cent against the same month 
last year. Total cargo tonnage for 
the past 12 months increased to 
over 221,000 at an annual rate of 
growth of 3.4 per cent.. 

The big increase in the number 
of passengers using the airport has 
been attributed to the frequency of 
flights on many key routes across 
Europe not being reduced during 
the off-peak season. 

Andrew Harrison, the airport’s 
managing director, said: “The 
significant increase in the number 
of passengers flying through 
Stansted reflects the growing 
confidence of our airline partners 
as many maintain summer flight 
frequencies and extend their peak 
flying schedules into the winter 
season. 

“The very strong monthly 
performance and the double digit 
annual growth not only ensures 
Stansted remains the fastest 
growing airport in the London 
system but is also a clear 
demonstration that it is being 
successfully transformed so it can 
attract more passengers and 
airlines and play an increasingly 
vital role in providing important 
international air connectivity over 
the next two decades.”

Judge warns 22-year-old he could be jailed

A SWORD-wielding drunk who 
was arrested after being chased 
by police has been warned he 
could be jailed. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that officers were called after 
22-year-old Robert Somerville- 
was seen in a street in Harlow 
with a Samurai sword. 

The court heard that when he 
was pulled to the ground by 
police after a chase, he retaliated 
by making an abusive comment 
to one of the officers. 

On Tuesday Somerville, of 
Charters Cross, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to having an offensive 
weapon - a four-foot long 
Samurai sword - in a public 
place. 

The case was adjourned until 


January 19 to allow time for the 
preparation of pre-sentence 
reports including a psychiatric 
assessment, but judge Anthony 
Goldstaub warned Somerville he 
could be sent to prison 

Earlier, Marc Brown, prosec¬ 
uting, told the court that on the 
evening of May 14 this year a 
woman was washing up in the 
kitchen of her home in Berecroft 
when through the window she 
spotted Somerville in the street 
holding a Samurai sword in both 
hands. 

Mr Brown continued: “He wrap¬ 
ped a scarf around the handle and 
moved it down toward his left side. 
She noticed he put it down the left 
side of his jeans and he was wav¬ 
ing it from side to side. 

“Police were called and they 
went to Berecroft and saw the 
defendant in nearby Parnall 


Road. He pulled the sword out and 
ran off. When chased, he seemed 
to give up and stop and he was 
pulled to the ground and hand¬ 
cuffed. 

“The sword was found nearby. 
It had been reported stolen in a 
burglary nearby but he claimed 
he had bought it from the son of 
its owner.” 

Somerville told police the 
sword belonged to him and said 
he had been carrying it home 

But the judge commented: “He 
was carrying it from one place to 
another while intoxicated and 
possibly under the influence of 
drugs. The psychiatrist will need 
to ask why he wants a four-foot 
sword on his wall.” 

Somerville was released on 
bail with a condition of residence 
and a daily curfew from 9pm to 
2am.

Helping the homeless: What to do if you 
find yourself without a roof over your head 


A monthly column by Harlow Advice Service 


LOCAL authorities must assess applicants 
they believe may be homeless, eligible for 
assistance and in priority need. This duty is 
24 hours a day 365 days a year. 

If you find yourself on the streets outside 
office hours and have not already been refused 
assistance as homeless, then call Harlow 
Council’s out of hours emergency number 
(01279) 446666. The office hours number is 
(01279) 446655. 

The authority must accept applications 
when they are made, accommodate applicants 
they believe may be homeless and fulfil the 
criteria whilst making their enquiries. You 
are entitled to a written decision on 
completion of their enquiries. 

In addition to considering whether you are 
homeless, the council must consider whether 
you are: 

■ eligible for assistance. This is an 
immigration, citizenship, nationality and 
habitual residence based test. British and 
Irish citizens living in the UK are generally 
eligible for assistance. People from overseas 
are eligible if they have no restriction on their 
stay and h ave recourse to public funds. For 
EU and EEA citizens, the rules are more 
complex depending on country of origin. 

There are separate rules for refugees and 
asylum seekers. 

■ in priority need. Usually this applies to 
people who are elderly pregnant, have 


children under the age of 16 (or 19 and in full 
time education), care leavers, have been 
subject to violence, domestic abuse or 
harassment, have significant health problems, 
were a member of the Armed Forces or were 
in a young offenders institution or prison. 

■ whether you have made yourself 
intentionally homeless. If, for example, you 
have been evicted because of rent or mortgage 
arrears you will have to show you could not 
afford to make the payments. If your landlord 
has given you notice to leave and you leave 
without a court order, the council may say you 
have made yourself intentionally homeless. 

■ local connection. The council will 
consider how long you have lived or worked in 
the area and whether you have close family or 
other ties. 

If the council accepts a duty towards you 
(and, if relevant, your dependants) they must 
accommodate you until they offer you a 
permanent home. They can offer either 
council or privately rented accommodation 
and will only make one offer. In addition, they 
are not obliged to make the offer in the same 
area. 

If you receive a negative decision you have a 
right to an internal review but must apply 
within 21 days. You have 21 days to appeal to 
the court if your review is turned down. 

The rules are complex so take advice if

WORK on transforming the for¬ 
mer Nortel Telecommunications 
site in Harlow into a business 
park and data centre campus will 
start in the new year.

will attract and service a broad 
range of tenants for the Enter¬ 
prise Zone.” 

Harlow-based civil engineering 


company Pryor has been appoin¬ 
ted the main contractor and has 
already started preparation work 
on the site. Work will start in the 
new year on demolishing redund¬ 
ant buildings, providing new util¬ 
ities supplies and constructing 
new road access. 

Managing director Graeme 
Howard said: “We have been 
working closely with our supply 
chain, the majority of which is 
from Harlow and the surround¬ 
ing area, to ensure the project 
will be run safely, to time and 
budget.” 

The Kao Park development will 
occupy the southern sector of the 
London Road Enterprise Zone, 
with a further 35-acre northern 
sector being developed by Harlow 
Council for med tech, life science 
and ICT design and build oppor¬ 
tunities. 

The development is financed 
by the private sector alongside 
public sector loan funding of 
£2.5m from Harlow Council and 
the Homes and Communities 
Agency. 


Council leader Jon Clempner 
said: “This year has seen a real 
acceleration in progress to start 
bringing the Enterprise Zone to 
life so I am delighted that work is 
ready to begin to transform this 
iconic site. 

“The fact that a local firm has 
been appointed as the main con¬ 
tractor is also tremendous for the 
Harlow economy and is a key part 
of ensuring the Enterprise Zone 
provides opportunities for local 
people and local businesses. 

“The council is very pleased to 
have played a significant role in 
helping to bring this development 
forward and we look forward to 
continuing to work with both 
public and private sector organ¬ 
isations in the coming years to 
ensure its success.” 

John Keddie, chairman of the 
Harlow Enterprise Zone Board, 
added: “This will pave the way for 
the creation of hundreds of new 
jobs on this site alone and provide 
the impetus for the development 
of the remainder of the Enter¬ 
prise Zone at London Road.”

TOP-NOTCH cast and 
laughter throughout 


RESH from the jungle, I’m A Celebrity Get 
Me Out of Here...Now presenter Joe 
Swash stars in a top-notch, professional 
show that provides laughter throughout. 
With a full house and children 
outnumbering adults by at least 10 to one, 
Cinderella at Harlow Playhouse reflects the 
traditional appeal of a story told in a 
straightforward but exciting way. 

Cinderella tells the story of Baron Hardup 
(Dudley Rogers), his struggles to pay the bills and 
ugly sisters Chavina Hardup (Anthony Stuart- 
Hicks) and Chavianna Hardup (Paul Leno). 

As you’d expect from this outrageous duo, the 
gags are constant, the costumes flamboyant and 
provide laughs aplenty. The bedroom scene where 
they see ghosts had the kids standing up, 
screaming and pointing; a real joy to behold. 

The jokes are beautifully corny and the stage 
directions occasionally chaotic. 

Cinderella, played by Laura Nevin, is treated 
badly by Chavina and Chavianna, who try 


everything to keep her away from Prince 
Charming (James Poole), but love conquers all 
and helped by his manservant Dandini (Joshua 
Dowen), the Prince finds Cinderella. 

While the ugly sisters get up to some dastardly 
tricks, Cinders has her Fairy Godmother (Rachel 
Cantrill) to rely on, but more importantly her best 
friend Buttons (Swash). 

Swash is given a free rein to be the silly but 
loveable Buttons and has blossomed into a 
cracking panto performer. His appearance on 
stage provides instant recognition, but despite 
this the script was peppered with EastEnders 
references for anyone in the audience who wasn’t 
completely sure. 

It was safe to say that Swash stole the show by 
getting the most out of the audience and he was 
delightful with the young children who got up on 
stage to join in with a sing-a-long. 

There are also dozens of local references 
interspersed with topical jokes as well as the 


expected use of innuendo to entertain the adults 
in the audience. 

In addition to a top-notch cast, the other 
important ingredients for a worthy pantomime 
include professional dancers professionally 
choreographed (rather than well-intended 
amateurs), a live band (the number of songs is 
spot on and never smothers the storyline), quality 
sets and beautiful costumes.

Gripping new play flies from the highs to the lows 


SHE’S a hot-rod F16 fighter pilot. 
She’s pregnant. Her career in the sky 
is over. 

Now, she sits in an air-conditioned 
trailer in Las Vegas flying 
remote-controlled drones over the 
Middle East. 

She struggles through surreal 
12-hour shifts far from the 
battlefield, hunting terrorists by day 
and being a wife and mother by 
night. 

As the pressure to track a 
high-profile target mounts, the 
boundaries begin to blur between 
the desert in which she lives and the 
one she patrols half a world away. 

This extraordinary play, which 
lands at Harlow Playhouse on 
Thursday, February 12, following 
huge successes with audiences and 


critics at the Gate Theatre, London, 
targets our assumptions about war, 
family, and what it is to be a woman. 

Written by American playwright 
George Brant, Grounded won the 
2012 Smith Prize Winner and Fringe 
First Award. 

His other plays include Elephant’s 
Graveyard, The Mourners’Bench, 
Salvage and Three Voyages of the 
Lobotomobile. 

Lucy Ellinson plays the pilot. Her 
previous credits include Trojan 
Women and Tenet. 

Artistic director Christopher 
Haydon directs Grounded. He 
studied at Cambridge University and 
trained at Central and the NT 
Studio. 

In 2007, he received both the 


inaugural Chichester Festival 
Theatre Heller Fellowship and the 
Channel Four Theatre Director’s 
Bursary at the Salisbury Playhouse. 

Mr Haydon said: “George Brant's 
Grounded is one of the finest plays I 
have ever directed. 

“It's an extraordinary, caustic 
exploration of one of the most 
important issues of our time and it 
packs a multitude of ideas in to a 
single, brilliantly-compelling 
character. 

“Since opening in Edinburgh last 
year, it has been hugely exciting to 
see how thousands of people have 
connected with it and so I am 
thrilled at the opportunity to take it 
on tourto reach a wider audience. 

“As a small pub theatre, we rarely 
get the opportunity to share our 


work as widely as we would like and 
so this is the perfect way in which to 
bring the work of the Gate to the rest 
of the country.”

Now they band are made up of 
McGuinness on vocals, Heaney on 
drums, Dominic John on guitar and 
Adrian Acolatse on bass. 

“It was a no-brainer, we all just felt 
like a proper band,” McGuinness said 
of the decision to start afresh 
following the addition of Acolatse on 
bass and John - another school friend 
who had moved back home after 
attending university - on guitar. 

“Three of us went to school 
together and grew up with similar 
music, like The Beatles and Ray 
Charles, we inherited all that kind of 
soul and rock ‘n’ roll. 

“By the time we were 12,13 or 
whatever, the NME was giving us 
bands like The Strokes, Kings of 
Leon’s early stuff, and The Vines, 
White Stripes, all these bands.” 

Even as kids, while they were still 
learning to play their instruments, 
they were writing. 

“We were always creating, there 
was always our own little things, 


badly made little bluesy rock 
numbers. 

“We played a lot of Chuck Berry as 
well, we were almost like a pub band 
before we’d been in pubs,” 
McGuinness said. 

Written with producer Oli Bayston, 
debut XXX was a formidable opening 
statement from the band. 


“We wanted to write a song with 
just one chord, but it ended up having 
two,” McGuinness said. 

The band, although from Hainault 
in Essex, have never performed at 
The Square and are looking forward 
to their first appearance. 

The Bohicas’ debut album is almost 
complete and set for release in Spring 


next year. 

In the meantime expect more 
singles from the band.

Turner hits the road with new album 



CO-FOUNDER of pioneering 
space-rock band Hawkwind, Nik 
Turner, will be hitting the road with 
his new highly-acclaimed CD Space 
Gypsy with a stop-off at The Square 
in Harlow. 

Nik Turner was a member of 
Hawkwind during what has been 
considered their most commercially 
successful and critically acclaimed 
period from 1970 to 1976. 

He wrote/co-wrote some of the 
group’s most popular songs such as 
Brainstorm and Master Of The 
Universe. 

Hawkwind’s fourth and possibly 
most popular album The Space Ritual 
Alive in Liverpool and London was

Reaching number nine in the UK 
album charts and 179 in the Billboard 
Top 200, the double-record was 
recorded during the tour to promote 
the band’s Doremi Fasol Latido 
(third) release. 

The Space Ritual show attempted 
to create a full audio-visual 
experience.

Calvert. 

In later years, however, he had a 
significant falling out with fellow 
member Dave Brock, who continued 


to tour as Hawkwind, leaving Turner 
to mount his own version of the band 
and, naturally, trading barbs in the 
press a la Roger Waters and David 
Gilmour of Pink Floyd. 

Turner is excited to bring his 
version of the historic show, 
recreating the magic once again.

Sweet TREATS

Butter, sugar, cream... stock up on the naughty stuff and 
get baking this Christmas, says Claire Spreadbury 


hristmas is the one time of 
year when we don’t have to 
feel guilty for stuffing our 
faces with sweet treats. But 
for Martha Swift, 
co-founder and now sole owner of 
Primrose Bakery, which she set up 
more than a decade ago, sugary 
indulgence takes place every single 
day. 

“I have a very sweet tooth,” she 
says with a twinkle in her eye. 
“Perhaps it’s no surprise I ended up 
starting Primrose Bakery, being able 
to make and try cupcakes, cakes, 
biscuits and many other things all 
day long. 

“Around Christmas, my shops are 
decorated with lots of festive 
decorations, both edible and 
non-edible, including our cute, 
decorated gingerbread sausage dogs, 
in honour of my sausage dog 
Charlie, who’s sort of the bakery 
mascot and pops up in our shops 
and books.” 

Swift’s new book - the bakery’s 
fourth publication - is bursting with 
delicious eats for the festive season. 
From sickly sweet but uber-tempting 
cupcakes, to delicious desserts and 
showstoppers Mary Berry would be 
proud of. 

“It was a pleasure to write 
Primrose Bakery Christmas,” says 
the 45-year-old mum of two. “I hope 
the recipes are both pleasurable and 
straightforward to make at home, 
and also for all of us at the bakery, to 
make and sell in the two shops. 
There’s always a great atmosphere 
in the lead up to Christmas, and 
everyone seems a little bit more 
excited and happy than usual. 

“I’m not a huge lover of the classic 
Christmas desserts, but I really love 
chocolate, so my Christmas Day 
always features a lot! I’ll be making 
a Dark Chocolate And Fresh Mint 
Truffle Tart for my mum and I, and 
then perhaps the Oreo Chocolate 
Chip Cookies for my two daughters,” 
she adds. 

“In honour of the clementines that 
were always in the toe of my 
Christmas stocking, the Clementine 
Cake With Greek Yoghurt Icing 
would make a delicious dessert for a 
pre-Christmas dinner party. 

“All I can say is hurry up 
Christmas, so I can start making 
and eating all these things!” 

Tempted? Here are three Primrose 
Bakery Christmas recipes for you to 
whip up at home... 

CHRISTMAS PUDDING 
RUM BALLS 

MAKES 12-18 BALLS, DEPENDING UPON 
THEIR SIZE 

Ingredients 

200g dark chocolate (70 per cent 
cocoa solids), broken into small

pieces 

175ml double cream 
5tbsp rum 

Cocoa, finely crushed nuts, or 
sprinkles, to finish 

Sugar holly decorations or real holly, 
to decorate 

Method 

Cover a baking tray tightly with two 
layers of cling film. 

Tip the chocolate into a bowl. Put the 
cream in a pan and bring to the boil, 
but only just, then pour over the 
chocolate and stir until it has melted. 
Add the rum and mix it in. Allow the 
mixture to cool at room temperature 
until set. 

Using a melon bailer or teaspoon, 
divide the mixture into 12 portions. 
Dust your hands with icing sugar, to 
stop the mixture sticking, and roll the 
pieces into balls. Roll them in the 
sifted cocoa, crushed nuts or 
sprinkles and place them on the 
prepared tray. 

Decorate the rum balls with holly 
sugar decorations, or real holly, if you 
wish. 

Tip: To make a non-alcoholic version, 
the rum can be substituted with one 
to two teaspoons of vanilla, 
peppermint, coconut or orange 
extract. If you do this, make sure you 
increase the amount of double cream 
to make up for the liquid you have 
lost by not using the rum. 

Gift it: Package these carefully, not 
allowing them to touch each other - 
or anything else - too much, and eat 
soon after preparing and giving. 

Store any spares in the fridge. 


SALTED CARAMEL 
CHEESECAKE 


MAKES ONE 25CM CAKE, 
SERVING UP TO 20 

Ingredients 


For the caramelised pecans: 

20 pecan nut halves 
lOOg white granulated sugar 
For the salted caramel sauce: 

110g granulated sugar 
3tbsp water 
125ml double cream 

Itsp fleur de sel (a type of sea salt, 
available from Ocado) 

For the cheesecake base: 

300g Rich Tea biscuits 
150g unsalted butter, melted 
10 caramelised pecans 
For the Cheesecake filling: 

600ml boiling water 
550g cream cheese, softened 
200g golden caster sugar 
2 eggs 

Itsp vanilla extract 
80g butter, melted 
150ml sour cream 

Method 

First make the caramelised pecans. 

Place the pecans close together on a 
lined baking tray and set aside. 
Gently heat the sugar in a 
heavy-based pan on the hob, until 
the sugar has melted and is a pale 
golden colour. Pour the melted sugar 
over the pecans, covering them 
completely. Leave to cool. 

Now make the caramel sauce. Note: 
This is a very hot liquid, so please be 
careful when making it. 

Put the sugar and water in a clean, 
medium pan. Place it over a medium 
heat on the hob. Do not stir as this 
will cause the sugar syrup to 
crystallise. Swirl the pan occasionally 
and gently until all the sugar has 
dissolved. Then turn the heat up to 
high and let the syrup boil until it 
becomes a lovely caramel colour. 

While the sugar syrup is boiling, pour 
the cream into a separate pan and 
add the fleur de sel. Heat gently for 
about a minute, to take the chill off it, 
and then remove from the heat. Do 
not allow it to boil. 

Once the sugar syrup is off the heat, 
immediately add a small portion of 
the warmed cream. Stir quickly with 
a wooden spoon to prevent it from 
sticking to the bottom of the pan. Be 
careful when adding the cream, as it 
will bubble up and rise very quickly, 
let off a lot of hot steam and may 
splutter. 

Add the remainder of the cream in 
small amounts. Keep stirring while 
the cream is being added. Pour the 
sauce into a bowl and set it aside to 
cool. 

To make the base, grease a 25cm, 
ideally springform, cake tin and line 
with parchment paper. 

Place the biscuits and caramelised 
pecans into a food processor and 
pulse until they resemble 
breadcrumbs. Place in a large bowl, 
then pour in the melted butter and 


mix until it is thoroughly combined. 

Press this mixture evenly into the 
base of the tin. Put it into the fridge 
to set while you prepare the filling. 

Preheat the oven to 160C/140C 
fan/gas mark 3. 

Pour 600ml of boiling water into a 
roasting tin and place it on the 
bottom rack of the oven. 

Put the cream cheese and sugar into 
a bowl and, using an electric mixer, 
beat until smooth and well 
combined. Add the eggs, vanilla, 
melted butter and sour cream, and 
mix until all the ingredients are 
combined. 

To assemble the cheesecake, pour 
the filling on top of the chilled base in 
the cake tin and spread it out evenly 
with a spatula. 

Drizzle three tablespoons of salted 
caramel sauce on top of the filling. 

Using a skewer, gently swirl the 
sauce into the filling to create a 
marbled effect. 

Place the tin on the middle rack of 
the oven, above the pan of hot water. 
Bake in the oven for 30 minutes, then 
remove the pan of hot water from the 
oven. 

Turn the heat down to 150C/130C 
fan/gas mark 2 and bake for a further 
30-40 minutes, or until the top is set, 
light golden brown in colour and an 
inserted skewer comes out clean. If 
the cheesecake starts to brown 
before it has set, cover it with foil to 
prevent further browning. 

Once you have removed the 
cheesecake from the oven, let it cool 
in the tin. Then put it into the fridge 
to chill, preferably overnight. 

To serve, drizzle some more of the 
salted caramel sauce on top. 

Roughly chop the rest of the 
caramelised pecans and sprinkle 
them all over the cheesecake.

230g unsalted butter, at room 
temperature 

115g golden caster sugar 
115g light brown sugar 
3 large eggs 

Zest of 3 clementines (the juice 
and flesh will be used to make 
the glaze) 

350g self-raising flour 
Pinch of ground cloves 
115g Greek yoghurt 
For the glaze: 

Juice and flesh of the zested 
clementines 

Ends of sliced clementines 
200g granulated sugar 


100ml water 

For the Greek Yoghurt Icing: 

10Og unsalted butter, at room 
temperature 

400g icing sugar, sifted 
80g Greek yoghurt 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 180C/160C 
fan/gas mark 4. Grease a deep 
20cm baking tin and line with 
parchment paper. 

Line the sides of the tin with the 
thinly sliced clementines. 

Cream the butter and sugars 
together in a bowl until light and 
fluffy. Add the eggs, ensuring 
each one is thoroughly mixed in 
before adding the next. 

Add the zest of the clementines, 
the flour and ground cloves, and 


beat until combined. Pour in the 
yoghurt and mix until smooth. 

Pour the batter into the tin and 
push it out to the edges to 
ensure the clementines stay 
upright. Place in the oven and 
bake for 45 minutes, or until an 
inserted skewer comes out 
clean. 

Once cooked, remove the cake 
from the tin, pierce several times 
with a skewer and set aside. 

To make the glaze, juice the three 
clementines and roughly chop 
them. Place in a pan along with 
the ends of the sliced 
clementines. Mash with a 
wooden spoon to get all the juice 
out of them, then add the sugar 
and water. Heat until boiling and 
the liquid has reduced to a thick 
syrup consistency. 


Remove from the heat and strain 
syrup into a bowl, using a sieve 
to catch the pulp. Leave to cool. 
Once the syrup and cake are 
cool, use a pastry brush to cover 
the cake (including the sides) 
with the glaze, until it has all 
been absorbed by the sponge, 
keeping some back for 
decorating. 

To make the icing, beat the 
butter in a bowl until light and 
fluffy. Add the icing sugar and 
yoghurt and beat until smooth. 
Place the cake on a plate or cake 
board and spread the icing all 
over the top. Finish with the rest 
of the glaze, drizzled all over.

DRAMA: GRAN TORINO Five, Sunday, December 21, 9pm 

Walt Kowalski (Clint Eastwood) is a just widowed, retired 
car-plant worker and Korean War veteran with a defiantly old 
fashioned (not to mention racist) attitude, who spends his days 
growling over his beer at a world he thinks has gone to hell. 

When a Hmong family move in next door to Walt, he is not 
best pleased, and when he catches the boy, Thao, (Bee Vang) 
trying to steal his prize possession - a 1972 Gran Torino - he 
levels a gun at him. But after twice intervening in potentially 
violent situations, Walt starts to form a bond with the withdrawn, 
fatherless teenager and his bright, outgoing sister Sue (Ahney 
Her). There’s a problem, though. Thao is under pressure to join a 
street gang his cousin is a member of. When Walt’s first, rather 
simple-minded, attempt at doing something about the situation 
has horrific consequences, he comes to the conclusion that for 
Sue and Thao to have any sort of chance in life, the gang has 
got to go. 

The advertising suggested a sort of “Dirty Harry: The Bus 
Pass Years”, which does it a major disservice. While there are 
definite similarities between Walt’s and Harry’s personalities, this 
is thoughtful drama, not a shoot-em-up thriller. Working from a 
good script by Nick Schenk, Eastwood the director - as always 
- tells the story with a minimum of fuss, and coaxes from 
himself a career-best performance into the bargain..

A fond FAREWELL 


Night At The 
Museum: Secret

he third chapter of the 
blockbusting Night At 
The Museum franchise 
has lost two of its 
greatest special effects - 
Mickey Rooney and Robin 
Williams - in the past 12 months. 

So it’s fitting that Secret Of 
The Tomb should be an 
action-packed adventure 
punctuated with dewy-eyed 
farewells and warm-hearted 
reminiscence. 

Shawn Levy’s picture is a 
fitting swansong, reuniting most 
of the protagonists from the 
original for a final transatlantic 
hurrah. 

The script adds father-son 


bonding to the mix and a new 
Neanderthal called Laa (Ben 
Stiller), who is partial to 
munching on polystyrene foam. 

For the most part though, 
familiarity with the series’ 
larger-than-life characters 
breeds contentment. 

The third chapter opens in 
1938 Egypt, where adventurer 
Robert Fredericks (Brennan 
Elliott) and his 12-year-old son 
CJ (Percy Hynes-White) stumble 
upon a burial chamber. 

“If anyone disturbs this tomb, 
the end will come!” proclaims 
one superstitious local. 

Undaunted, Fredericks 
empties the site of its priceless 
artefacts, dividing the treasures 
between New York and London. 

Fast-forwarding to the present 
day, the magical Tablet Of 
Ahkmenrah, which brings to life 
the exhibits of the American 
Museum Of Natural History, is 
losing its power. 

Security guard Larry Daley 
(Stiller) recognises the 


repercussions for his 
display-case chums and enlists 
the help of museum director Dr 
McPhee (Ricky Gervais) to ship 
the tablet to the British Museum 
in London, home of pharaoh 
Merenkahre (Sir Ben Kingsley), 
who fashioned the tablet in 
honour of his son Ahkmenrah 
(Rami Malek). 

Larry heads for the British 
capital with his son Nick (Skyler 
Gisondo) and several stowaways: 
Theodore Roosevelt (Robin 
Williams), cowboy Jedediah 
(Owen Wilson), Roman general 
Octavius (Steve Coogan), Attila 
the Hun (Patrick Gallagher), 
interpreter Sacagawea (Mizuo 
Peck), Laa and Dexter the 
capuchin monkey. 

Aided by dashing Sir Lancelot 
(Dan Stevens) and hindered by 
local security guard Mindy 
(Rebel Wilson), Larry races 
against time to restore the 
tablet’s lustre before the magic 
dissipates forever. 

Night At The Museum: Secret 
Of The Tomb milks our affection 
for the characters without 


exhausting our good will. 

There’s nothing innovative in 
the third film, but good humour 
and sweetness prevail, and the 
script continues to have fun 
juxtaposing the modern and 
ancient worlds like when Sir 
Lancelot asks Nick, “Have you 
ever held a blade?” and the 
teenage responds, “Only in 
World Of Warcraft.” 

London looks splendid 
through Levy’s lens, 
accompanied by a predictable yet 
rousing chorus of The Clash, and 
an extended cameo by a 
Hollywood superstar during the 
frenetic denouement is a treat. 

Stiller seems to have tears in 
his eyes for most of the second 
half, relying predominantly on 
co-stars to lasso the laughs. 

When Williams’ waxwork 
President acknowledges the end 
is nigh and softly remarks, “You 
have to let us go,” it’s hard not to 
get a little lump in your throat.

Modern day Annie still has that magic sparkle

Adapted from the popular 
Broadway musical, the 1982 film 
version of Annie is firmly 
engrained in many rose-tinted 
childhood memories. 

The uplifting story of a 
flame-haired orphan girl who 
overcomes insurmountable odds 
to win the heart of a billionaire 


businessman taps into our 
deep-rooted sense of belonging. 

Will Gluck’s glossy modern 
remake retains most of the 
original songbook with a couple 
of new soaring ballads. 

Some of the updates don’t 
quite work: changing Annie’s 
residence from an orphanage to 
a foster home significantly 
reduces the number of children 
in care for one of the big song 
and dance numbers. 

Also Carol Burnett’s ferocious 
portrayal of Miss Hannigan has 
been softened so Cameron Diaz 
retains a glimmer of likeability, 


even when she’s drunkenly 
snarling, “You think the world 
wants a smart-mouthed little 
girl?”. 

On the whole, Gluck’s 
reworking possesses the same 
wholesome likeability including 
a winning title performance 
from Quvenzhane Wallis, who 
was Oscar nominated for Beasts 
Of The Southern Wild. 

Annie lacks some of the rough 
charm of the 1982 film but 
director Gluck and his team add 
enough contemporary spit and 
polish without obscuring the 
story’s emotional arc. 


The cast lip-sync convincingly 
and the big numbers are slickly 
choreographed, including a 
heartfelt rendition of Tomorrow 
from Wallis on the city streets. 

An extended sequence at the 
premiere of a fantasy film called 
Moon Quake Lake - featuring 
wink-wink cameos from Ashton 
Kutcher, Mila Kunis and 
Rihanna - is rather cute. 

This version of Annie has an 
ample sprinkling of that lustre 
dust.

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Hyundai’s sporty little number

WITH many car makers offering 
more new Sports Utility Vehicle 
models and with them the 
option of having an all-wheel- 
drive version too, it often begs 
the question just how many 
drivers actually use this extra 
facility? 

It’s a controversial poser 
because a 4x4 obviously gives 
drivers a better grip when 
conditions underfoot become 
really sticky, but generally by 
doing so they will lose out in the 
fuel economy stakes, and also 
have higher C02 emissions. 

Many SUV manufacturers 
will admit that 4WD version 
sales are generally in the 
minority compared to the more 
conventional 2WD, simply 
because of the initial cost factor 
in the showroom. And when 
asked, many buyers will say “we 
don’t four-wheel-drive because 
we don’t go off-road”. 

A prime example of what’s 


involved came to me recently 
while testing the Hyundai ix35 
two-litre 134bhp diesel in SE 
trim with all-wheel-drive and 
with an on-the-road price of 
£24,050, which is not 
particularly cheap to buy. 

Yes, it’s well-built and 
comfortable to both drive and 
ride in, but in practice it 
returned a disappointing 
average of 31.5mpg, even with 
careful, considerate driving on 
my part and compared to the 
official combined figure of 
51.4mpg. There’s no 2WD 
version offered either with this 
2.0-litre diesel engine so you 
have to go for the AWD model. 

Much better in my view is to 
opt for the 1.7-litre diesel 
engined version in SE trim at 
£20,100, which a farming friend 
of mine owns and drives daily. 
He confirms he averages over 
49mpg and says it will drive 
quite easily across sodden grass 
fields and along muddy, rutted 
farm tracks without 4WD on 


board. 

There is a 1.6-litre petrol 
powered SE trimmed version at 
around £18,600 but that 
obviously doesn’t have the low- 
down pulling power of a diesel 
engine. And the ix35 is not a 
particularly lightweight car 
anyway. 

Also, this current ix35 is up 
against some tougher and newer 
opposition in the shape of the 
Nissan Qashqai, Skoda Yeti and 
Ford Kuga, whilst its main rival 
is kind of ‘in-house’ in the shape 
of the big selling Kia Sportage. 

That car shares many of the 
Hyundai’s parts, although it 
looks different and has a seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty 
instead of the Hyundai’s five- 
year/unlimited-mileage 
guarantee, the latter though not 
to be sniffed at by any owner 
today. 

Earlier this year the ix35 was 
given a welcome facelift, but the 
facts are that the Hyundai’s 
engine range is now beginning 


to show its age and can’t 
compete with the fuel economy 
of the latest models such as the 
new Qashqai. 

Newer engines are en route I 
am told, but in the meantime 
my view is to go for that 1.7-litre 
diesel. The ix35 is competent 
enough SUV with a particularly 
smooth and delightful to use six- 
speed gearbox which is standard 
across the range, while the 
smaller diesel engine does have 
a good mix of performance and 
fuel economy. 

My farmer friend tells me it’s 
more than good enough for 
towing his horsebox around. 

Drivers still preferring an 
automatic gearbox are limited 
to the AWD 2.0-litre diesel, four- 
wheel-drive model only. 

The ix35 is only available as a 
five-seater and there are five 
trim levels to choose from - S, 
SE, SE Nav, Premium and 
Premium Panorama. All of them 
are really well equipped, with 
even the entry-level S model 


having 16-inch alloy wheels, air- 
conditioning, electric windows 
and a six-speaker stereo that 
can be connected to your MP3 
player. 

Older SUV buyers will 
remember Hyundai’s first model 
in this sector - the Tucson - but 
this ix35 is far superior in every 
area and a totally different car 
altogether. Crucially, it has more 
refinement and exceptionally 
good equipment levels which 
ever trim level is chosen. 

This is particularly true 
inside, where there is now a 
more distinctive quality air 
about it with better finished 
materials and really 
comfortable seats, while for the 
driver the controls and buttons 
are well positioned and easy to 
use. 

For a comparatively big 
feeling SUV in this sector, it’s 
also an easy car to drive with its 
obvious high driving position 
for the driver a big bonus. 

Even though the AWD is on 


the more expensive side, the 
amount of standard gear on 
board is quite remarkable, 
ranging from heated front and 
rear seats, privacy glass, electric 
folding door mirrors to reversing 
camera and rear parking 
sensors, cruise control, Eco 
Drive indicator and downhill 
brake control. 

Verdict: Overall, this current 
ix35 offers good value for the 
money, even with the £24,050 
AWD SE tested which proved to 
be exceptionally comfortable 
with a truly refined interior. 

But in my book the 1.7-litre 
diesel version is, on reflection, 
the one to go for because it offers 
both a decent performance out 
on the open road along with 
respectful fuel economy. 

The ix35 design inside and out 
is well thought out and with that 
five-year warranty means it’s an 
attractive proposition for any 
motorists seriously looking at 
the SUV sector.

Harlow athlete sizzles on international debut for over 16s team 


HARLOW Athletic Club member 
Will Marklew won gold on his 
international debut last weekend 
when he represented England in 
the Combined Events Interna¬ 
tional finals. 

The 16-year-old’s efforts over 
five events helped lead the over 
16s four-man team to a 150-point 
win over Ireland to seal victory. 

The one-day competition in the 
prestigious Emirates Stadium in 
Glasgow hosted teams from Eng¬ 
land, Scotland, Ireland and Wales 
for the five events. 

Will, normally a javelin throw¬ 
er and high jumper, showed his 
versatility as he competed in the 
60m hurdles, 200m, long jump, 
shot put and 800m. 

He said: “I came here to do my 
best to help the England team to 
victory and to achieve personal 
best performances in each event. 

“I did exactly that and standing 
on the podium receiving the 
medal with the team was a very 
proud moment.” 

Going into the last event, the 
800m, the England team were only 
39 points ahead of second-placed 
Ireland. 

Will, of Hatfield Heath, stormed 
home with a personal best (PB) 
time of 2min 07sec to pick up a 
valuable 641 points. His was the 
fourth fastest time of the com¬ 
petition, to secure victory for the 
England team. 

Will achieved success at the 
Hertfordshire, South East and the 
England finals over the season to 
earn his place for England.

He has picked up numerous 
county and regional titles as well 
as being recognised by his club as 
their most improved male athlete 
and highest points scorer at their 
awards ceremony last month. 

His coach, Norma Harris, said: 
“Will should be very pleased with 
all he has achieved this year. As he

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this season will be about learning 
and gaining experience at the 
next level, but if he continues in 
this way, he should have a bright 
future.” 

Will moves into the U20 age 
group in the New Year and will 
make his England U20 debut at a 
competition in Sheffield on Janu¬ 
ary 10 and 11, where he will need 
to pole vault after only a handful 
of lessons. 

Meanwhile, HAC’s junior 
sprint group performed excep¬ 
tionally at the final Sportshall 
athletics indoor competition at 
Chelmsford. 

Regan Lawrence (10), who is 
part of the Ull HAC sprint group, 
competed in the last two fixtures. 

He entered six events instead of 
four, which almost reduced his 
chances, given that a minor 
injury had evolved after his third 
event. 

However, he managed to win 
one event and came second in all 
the other five events.
